Washington 
—Administration officials and 


the chairman of the House Government Opera- 
tions Committee have agreed privately to 
weaken several key provisions of pending 
legislation designed to establish an independent 
federal Consumer Protection Agency. 


The measure already had been watered 


down when it was reintroduced in the House 
early this year in a form significantly different 
from tine bill that failed to reach the floor 
during the last session of Congress because 
of a 7-7 deadlock in the House Rules Committee. 


The most recent changes, agreed upon since 


hearings were held on the legislation five months 
ago, were made by staff aides to Rep. Chet Hob- 
field D-Calif., committee chairman and Roger 
C. Cramton, chairman of the U.S. Administrative 
Conference. 


Two Excluded 
Excluded from the negotiations — and 


reported to be upset and disturbed because 
she was not informed that major changes were 
being made in the draft of the bill - was 
Rep. Florence P. Dwyer, R-N.J., ranking 
minority member of the Government Operations 
Committee. Also excluded from the discussions 
- and not informed about what transpired 
— was Rep. Benjamin S. Rosenthal, D-N.Y., 
the committee's most outspoken proponent of 
consumer protection legislation and author of 
the original bill. 


Rosenthal previously had been chairman 


of a special unit within the committee w h o s e 
function was to originate and hold hearings 
on all consumer legislation. When Holifield 
moved up to the committee chairmanship this 
year, he abolished the Rosenthal unit and 
transferred authority over consumer legislation 
to a subcommittee he heads. 


The Holifield-Cramton draft has not been 


made available to members of the House com- 
mittee who have worked on the legislation dur- 
ing the last 1% years. When Mrs. Dwyer learn- 
ed through independent sources that the bill 
had been revised without her knowledge, she 
reportedly wrote to Holifield to complain about 
the procedure used. 


White House staff members have been 


aware of the secret negotiations, and a copy 
of the new draft has been obtained by the 
Washington Star. The Holifield subcommittee 
will begin meetings within the next week or 
two to produce a final draft of the bill. 


Lobbyists Against Consumer 
The U.S. Chamber of Commerce and 


numerous trade association lobbyists have made 
the measure the principal target of an 18-mbnth- 
long campaign against stringent new federal 
legislation to benefit consumers. 


The CPA would have authority to represent 


the interests of consumers in proceedings before 
federal agencies and in the courts. In addition, 
it would test and evaluate a wide variety of 
products. 


The White House Office of Consumer Affairs 


currently exists under authority of an executive 
order which can be withdrawn by a president 
at any time. The new bill would give that 
office 
virtually permanent l e g i s l a t i v e 


authorization. 


The Nixon administration has opposed 


establishment of the CPA, and has recommend- 
ed instead that consumer representation be 
handled by a division of the Justice Department. 
That approach has been opposed by consumer 
lobbyists, who say it would sacrifice in- 
dependent action to political considerations.

Although a few local areas 


received some g e n e r o u s 
amounts of rain last week, 
Nebraska's late s u m m e r 
drought continued and the hot, 
' dry and windy weather has 
placed additional stress on the 
state's crops, government ob- 
servers reported Tuesday. 


Impact of the dry 
spell, 


which began late in July and 
continued through August, may 
be revealed Friday when the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture 
issues new crop yield estimates 
for the state, based on Sept. 1 
conditions. 


The new weekly report from 


the State-Federal Division of 
Agricultural Statistics, based 
on conditions through the La- 
bor Day weekend, said top soil 
and subsoil moisture supplies 
continue to be less than ade- 
quate in most localities. 


Irrigators last week "were 


busy providing water to row 
crops and also hay and early 
fall seedings," the division 
said. 


About 80% of the state's corn 


crop has reached the dent 
stage, compared to a normal 
83% for this time of year. 
About 25% of the crop is ripe. 


No further development of 


southern corn leaf blight has 
been reported, but stalk rot 
was causing concern in some 
local areas. 


Heads are turning color on 
about 60% of the sorghum crop 
and leaves are turning color in 
25% of the soybean acreage, 
the division aid. 


Seeding of winter wheat and 


other fall seeded small grains 
has b e g u n in western Nebras- 
ka, and some seeding of 
falUegumes also has taken 
place. 


Early fields of dry beans

"Anyone wishing to spray the 


tree should use S e v i n , 
malathion, or diazinon. but 
should not expect better than 
50% kill," Roselle and Keith 
said. 


In any case, they urged 


homeowners to "not be overly 
alarmed" about the tree. "We 
have a few reports of people 
cutting damaged maple trees, 
thinking 
they a r e killed. 


Virtually all of these trees will 
survive, and most would pro- 
bably do so through two or 
three 
complete defoliations. 


Cutting, therefore, should be 
avoided, unless you have some 
other reason for wanting to get 
rid of the tree," they conclud- 
ed.

Republican State Chairman Milan Bish has been quoted 


as saying he is "baffled" why Gov. J. James Exon persists 
in attacking the sales tax and not work in the area of personal 
property tax exemption. We are baffled as to why this should 
baffle Bish. 


For our money, the governor's efforts get priority over 


Bish's efforts in the area of personal property tax exemption. 
The governor is insistent upon his plan for exemption of food 
from the sales tax for one simple reason — he believes it 
is a gross inequity. 


We believe it is an inequity, too, although the extent ot 


it may be debated. But the sales tax on food is a tax on 
the very existence of people, since it is essential to have 
food m order to live, and equity falls far more heavily in 
favor of food exemptions than taxes on food. 


Governor Exon and the Democratic party are directly involved 


in the initiative petition effort to put the sales tax on food 
to a vote of the people. The 1969 Legislature required that 
the secretary of state (Allen J. Beerman) "not accept for 
filing initiative or referendum petitions which interfere w i t h 
the legislative prerogative contained in the Constitution that 
the necessary revenue of the state and its governmental sub- 
divisions shall be raised by taxation in such manner as the 
Legislature may direct." 


On that basis, Beerman is leaning toward a refusal to 


accept the form of the initiative petitions submitted by the governor 
to repeat the sales tax on food. 


The practical effect of such a ruling is to kill the initiative 


petition movement, since approval by the secretary of state 
is essential to get the matter on the ballot. Beerman is probably 
right in leaning the way he does, although that has no bearing 
one way or another on the basic question involved. 


For one thing, Beerman has a pretty good legal argument 


for turning down the petition form. Secondly, he has a good 
practical reason for doing so — that being that someone else 
would likely bring an injunctive proceeding against the petition 
movement or an election as a result of it if Beerman gave 
the matter the green light. 


Thus, Beerman is really saying that the matter is one 


that has to be settled by the courts and he is probably right. 


Speculation on the legality of the petition movement is 


risky business but is also highly interesting. Our opinion is 
that, in the end, Exon and the Democratic party will win 
the legal battle on the subject. 
. 


What the Consitution does is reserve to the Legislature 


the right to provide essential revenue. The Constiuion does 
not say how this is to be done, aside from areas of general 
agreement. 
. 


The right to levy a sales tax is not in question but what 


kind of sales tax, the exact detail of that tax, does not appear 
to be privileged in the Constitution and could not be privileged 
by simple act of the Legislature. The Demo initiative petition 
is deliberately aimed at changing the sales tax in the one 
area of food exemption, not eliminating the tax. 


Secondly the Constitution says nothing about protection of 


legislative taxing authority in the field of the initiative or 
referendum, or anywhere else that we can find. The referendum 
law in tlie Constitution forbids the device against acts 
making 


appropriations for the expense of the state government . . 


)> 


We believe this means that the initiative cannot be invoked 


against the state budget adopted by the Legislature but that 
has nothing to do with the power to tax. The initiative authority 
in the Constitution has no prohibitions against its use whatsoever. 


Thus the question as to the constitutional or c o d e law 


legality of the initiative petition against the sales tax on food 
may exist but does not appear to be as strong as it is weak. If so, 
Exon and the Democratic party will win the court test, whether 
they ultimately win at the polls or not. 


And they are likely to win at the polls if they get there 


because equity and justice are on their side. If that baffles 
Bish, he had better rethink his own poliical philosophy or 
be prepared to stand and fight for inequality.

Fishing Policy Hits Snag; 
Nef Result Still Unknown 


LONDON — E u r o p e ' s 


fisheries policy has run into a 
shoal of red herrings. As t h e 
bureaucrats in Brussels try to 
hammer out a common policy, 
each country is determined to 
see that its fishermen get no 
worse terms than anyone else. 
And Britain, Norway, Ireland 
and Denmark — all applicants 
to 
the 
enlarged 
Common 


Market — are opposed to the 
fishing policy which allows 
open entry into their waters. 


Britain has kept six miles 


around its coastline to itself 
and bias only permitted a few 
foreign fleets into the six-to-12- 
mile band. Norway, with the 
biggest catch in Europe, enjoys 
a full 12-mile limit. In fact, any 
dent into this line might rule 
out entry for Norway. 


The quaint N o r w e g i a n 


coastal communities, with their 
brightly painted blue, red, 
yellow 
and 
white 
houses, 


regard their way of life as 
threatened by the entry of 
thousands of French, Dutch 
and British boats. For Norway, 
the fishing industry is seen as a 
basic condition of social policy 
and 
population 
settlement. 


There is already considerable 
opposition in Norway to joining 
the EEC, and it is thought that 
Norwegians would r e j e c t 
membership in next spring's 
referendum if the 12-mile limit 
is not ag-eed upon.

see a tendency t o w a r d "reverse McCarthy-

a new study which absolves 


the U.S. public of collective guilt for the 
Vietnam war but proposes the persecution 
of American policy-makers for their part in 
U S involvemtnt in Indochina. 


The study, called "Washington Plans an 


Aggressive War" and written by a scholarly

There was duplicity, certainly, in the con- 


duct of the Vietnam war. The Congress and 
the people did not know of much that went 
on during the years in which the U.S. role 
escalated from that advisory beginning to full- 
scale military support. 


But it seems that (he crime for which 


these men are charged was, in reality, the 
promulgation of the post-war policy of contain- 
ing communism, a policy widely accepted by the 
American people and one whose credibility 
only became doubted through the torturous 
unwinding of the war itself. 


The American people were not hoodwinked 


by a small elite of s i n i s t e r men. Trotting 
a few fall guys out Into the public arena 
for a thumbs down will not do much toward 
cleansing the national conscience.

As for skin cancer itself, Dr. 


Zacarian says that nine times 
out of 10, it appears on the face 
as an innocent small growth or - 
ulceration which is without 
pain, but which refuses to heal 
for months. 
(The specialist 


hastily reassures patients that 
skin cancer is readily curable, 
and does not spread to local 
lymph 
glands 
or 
internal 


organs.) 
Nevertheless, they 


should be removed quickly — 
and he recommends that they 
be 
removed 
through 
the 


relatively new process called 
cryosurgery 
(or 
cure 
by 


cold). 


Refrigerants 
at 
sub-zero 


temperatures

cryosurgical removals can be 
accomplished in one brief sit- 
ting in a doctor's office," he 
says.

In o ther cases, sex u al p ro miscu ity reflects 
d eep an ger at p aren tal o v er-co n tro l an d p ro ­ 
tectio n , a p aren t’s attitu d e that their child 
has to be better than mo st. The child will 
o ften cho o se the actio n that will hu rt her 
p aren ts the mo st. Yet, afraid to d o it o p en ly , 
she will cho o se a less co n sp icu o u s mean s.

Dear Mrs. Woollen: 


Last week, as I was cleaning my daughter 


Sandy's room, I came across a note in one 
of her school books. The note was written 
to a schoolfriend of hers, and had obviously 
not been delivered. The essence of the note 
told of sexual relationships S a n d y has been 
having with a boy at her school. Sandy is 
only 14 years old. 


Needless to say, I am just shocked and 


stunned- My husband is so angry that he 
will not speak to our daughter, or when he 
does he just blows up. 


We have brought her up to be a good 


girl, with high moral character, or so we 
thought. She has always been an excellent 
student, and we just had no idea that anything 
like 
this 
would 
ever 
happen 
to 
o u r 


daughter. 


Where have we gone wrong, and is it 


too late to change Sandy? When I try to 
tell her how I feel or talk to her about 
it, she just gets angry with me and leaves 
in a huff. I am really at a loss as to where 
to turn. 


BEWILDERED 


(The following discussion is under the 


supervision of professional staff members of 
the Child Guidance Center.) 


DISCUSSION 


There are no hard and fast rules as to 


why a child will behave differently than 
normal behavior expectations. When a situa- 
tion such as Sandy's does occur, the answer 
may 
be 
found 
among a wide range of 


reasons. 


Some girls have long standing feelings 


of inadequacy, lack of attractiveness, feelings 
of being unloved and a hunger for someone 
to care for them. A sexual liaison in some 
of these cases may serve to satisfy some 
of these needs and in effect, the girl is buying 
attention and affection. 


In other cases, sexual promiscuity reflects 


deep anger at parental over-control and pro- 
tection, a parent's attitude that their child 
has to be better than most. The child will 
often choose the action that will hurt her 
parents the most. Yet, afraid to do it openly, 
she will choose a less consuicuous means. 


The note that Sandy left in her school 


book was probably a sub-conscious desire to 
be discovered. This discovery suggests that 
something is wrong within the family rela- 
tionship, or at least that Sandy feels something 
is wrong. The parents, rather than focusing 
on the specific problem (in this case t h e i r 
daughter's sexual relationship), should con- 
centrate their attention on what might be 
wrong within the family circle. 


Often, this type of situation is so highly 


and emotionally charged that a realistic 
analysis is impossible. The problems, too, may 
be so obscure that the.family cannot uncover 
them on their own. In most instances, the 
family 
is 
advised 
to 
seek 
professional 


counseling. The situation does not call for 
anger or accusations, as was Sandy's father's 
reaction, but rather understanding. 


There are, on the other hand, young girls 


who have a sexual relationship because of 
circumstances. If it is a one time occurrence, 
and the family can reach a mutual understan- 
ding, there is probably no reason to seek 
professional 
guidance. 
Parents 
m u s t 


remember that participation in the sex act 
will not make their daughter any different, 
and that she is still only 14 years old.

1963 has been put forward by 
scientists

Ness. 


They are studying an effect 


called monster internal waves, 
a phenomenon in which violent 
disturbances happen below the 
surface of water in such a way 
as to cause possible damage to 
a submarine. 


What "happens in Loch Ness is 


that the wind at certain times 
sets up stresses on the surface, 


which in turn cause a flow of 
warm water near the surface 
towards the down-wind end of 
the loch. 


With this accumulation o| 


warm water the thermoclime 
layer is pushed down. 


The reverse happens at the 


other end of the loch, where 
there is a shortage of warm 
water and the thermoclime 
rises. In trying to adjust from 9. 
tilted position to its more 
normal one, violent surges are 
sent backwards and forwards 
along this layer of water. 


Comparable 
effects 
have 


been discovered in the at- 
mosphere and are believed to 
be associated with clear-air 
turbulence.

voice opposition to a proposal 
by Lancaster County Engineer 
Walter Hoppe in connection 
with 
the reclassification

county roads. 
Hoppe 
had 
recommended 
upgrading the classification of 
the county road one-half mile 
north of Hickman which is the 
access road to the Wagon Train 
recreation area and leaving the 
county 
road 
running 
east 
through Hickman unchanged. 
Harlan said he had talked to 
many people and “ there is no 
question that the people of 
Hickman are disturbed.” 
He said he didn’t feel that 
Hoppe had weighed the situa­ 
tion “ carefully enough.” 
Others noted that a residen­ 
tial expansion plan provides for 
9ft new homes which would add 
about 270 or more people to the 
village and following Hoppe’s 
plan would “ block the growth” 
of Hickman. 
Hoppe told the board that he 
didn't feel justified in paving at 
the county’s expense another 
road one-half mile south of the 
already paved road he has 
r e c o m m e n d e d for 
the 
upgrading classification. 
He noted that the villages in 
the county such as Hickman 
can control roads for one mile 
out of the village and that he 
felt if the village “ wants this 


paved they should stand some 
of the costs.” 
The co mmissio ners deferred 
a ctio n o n the sta te’s pro po sed 
pro g ra m until they receiv e a 
reco mmenda tio n fro m the City - 
Co unty P l a n n i n g 
Co m­ 
missio n. 
In other action, the board 
took under further advisement 
a request tagged as “ essential” 
for $6,500 as Lancaster Coun­ 
ty’s share of support for the 
Southeast 
Nebraska

William Dobler, president of 
the Lincoln Hospital and Health

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Hickman Residents Oppose 
County Road Reclassification

Lancaster 
County 


Commissioner Ralph Harlan 
and 
five 
other 
Hickman 


residents appeared Tuesday to 
voice opposition to a proposal 
by Lancaster County Engineer 
Walter Hoppe in connection 
with the reclassification of 
county roads. 


Hoppe had 
recommended 


upgrading the classification of 
the county road one-half mile 
north of Hickman which is the 
access road to the Wagon Train 
recreation area and leaving the 
county 
road 
running 
east 


through Hickman unchanged. 


Harlan said he had talked to 


many people and "there is no 
question that the people of 
Hickman are disturbed." 


He said he didn't feel that 


Hoppe had weighed the situa- 
tion "carefully enough." 


Others noted that a residen- 


tial expansion plan provides for 
90 new homes which would add 
about 270 or more people to the 
village and following Hoppe's 
plan would "block the growth" 
of Hickman. 


Hoppe told the board that he 


didn't feel justified in paving at 
the county's expense another 
road one-half mile south of the 
already paved road he has 
r e c o m m e n d e d for the 
upgrading classification. 


He noted that the villages in 


the county such as Hickman 
can control roads for one mile 
out of the village and that he 
felt if the village "wants this 


paved they should stand some 
of the costs." 


The commissioners deferred 


action on the state's proposed 
program until they receive a 
recommendation from the City- 
County 
P l a n n i n g Com- 


mission. 


In other action, the board 


took under further advisement 
a request tagged as "essential" 
for $6,500 as Lancaster Coun- 
ty's share of support for the 
Southeast 
Nebraska 
Health 


Planning Council. 


William Dobler, president of 


the Lincoln Hospital and Health 
Council, told the board that he 
was aware that the com- 
missioners did not include the 
$6,500 amount previously re- 
quested in the recently-adopted 
budget, but noted that it "is 
essential that we have this 
money." 


He asked the board to con- 


sider taking the $6,500 from an 
emergency 
or 
contingency 


fund. 


He and Jerry Woollen, ex- 


ecutive director of the area 
planning council who had made 
the request prior to the board's 
adoption of the budget, ex- 
plained that the Lincoln Com- 
munity Council h a s promised 
$6,500 on the stipulation that 
the other $6,500 come from the 
County. 


They cited other counties in 


the 17-county area as having 
been cooperative, with 12 of the 
17 contributing last year.

Dr. Edward C. Scanlon, of 
the Schu ylkill Cou nty Mental 
Health Center, Pottsville, Pa., 
u sed the terms — in Shockley’s 
presence — at a symposiu m on

But Shockley quickly denied, 
in a formal address, that his 
v iews inv olv e racism, and, in 
an ad-lib reference to Scanlon, 
he declared: 
“His (Scanlon’s) views are 
mu ch more expressive of the 
totalitariian state than 
are 
mine. 
‘I’m Not Paranoid’ 
“As for Scanlon’s statement 
that ‘I wou ld characterize Dr. 
Shockley as p a r a n o i d * , ’ ’ 
Shockley said, “I don’t take 
that seriou sly. I have enou gh 
fu n . . . to know I’m not 
paranoid . . . and, fu rthermore, 
I’m the person most likely to 
redu ce Negro agony . . . in 
coming years.” 
The latter statement was a 
reference to a declaration he 
had 
made 
earlier 
in 
his 
prepared address that: 
Unless society recognizes, in 
tackling social problems that 
there is a possibility that he 
(Shockley) is entirely correct 
in his views on race and in­ 


telligence, “extremes of racism 
and agony for both blacks and 
whites” may resu lt. 
Shockley added in the in­ 
terview: 
“He (Scanlon) is ju st trying 
to shu t me u p with emotive 
talk.” 
Scanlon said Shockley’s ideas 
constitu te 
“ a 
c u l t u r a l 
phenomenon that I’m afraid 
reminds me a great deal of the 
idea of creating an elite stru c­ 
tu re — a Fascist idea like Nazi 
Germany.”

T he 
N e g r o 
w om a n 
psychologist identified herself 
as “Alice Madison of Ru tgers 


University.” She said she had 
interpreted 
one 
part

Shockley’s views as advocating 
“miscegenation”—sexu al mix­ 
tu re of blacks and whites. 
“ It’s obv ious,” 
she said, 
“ that Dr. J ansen (a scientist 
who agrees with Shockley’s 
major

telligence) and Dr. Shockley 
hav e a fear that black people

games last season. The wishbone seems tailor- 
made for the Sooners. 


Oklahoma, which gave c h a m p i o n 


Nebraska its closest call in league play a 
year ago, has the same devastating backfield 
returning intact in quarterback Jack Mildren, 
running backs Joe Wylie and Greg Pruitt 
and fullback Leon Crosswhite. 


The Sooners, with Wylie the game's top 


rusher, lost to Nebraska only by 28-21.

Nebraska has 
been ranked No. 2 behind Notre Dame in 
the preseason poll and Oklahoma 10th.

1. Oklahoma 
2. Nebraska 
3. Colorado 
4. Kansas State 
5. Missouri 
6. Oklahoma State—Iowa State (tie) 
8. Kansas 
A brief summary of the reasons for the 


selectors: 


Oklahoma has too much running power 


for Nebraska despite the Cornhuskers' triple 
quarterback threat of Jerry Tagge, Van 
Brownson and David Humm and the running 
of Johnny Rodgers and Jeff Kinney. The 
Cornhuskers lack a proven fullback. 


Colorado, with a ragged defense, should 


come close to matching the Sooners and 
the Cornhuskers with the likes of Cliff Branch 
and John Tarver, assuming that sophomore 
quarterback Ken Johnson comes through. 
Johnson appears to have more savvy than 
most first year signal callers. 


Kansas State, although star passer Lynn 


Dickey is gone, has what Coach Vince Gibson 
regards as the best collection of running 
backs since he took.oyer the Wildcats. The 
Cats also have outstanding defense. 


Missouri has a quarterback problem, and 


its offensive line is inexperienced. The Tigers, 
operating under a new head coach, Al 
Onofrio, will have a powerful defense which 
should keep Missouri in most games. 


Oklahoma State and Iowa State have 


outstanding quarterbacks and some fine run- 
ners plus enough defense to keep either of 
them from slipping into the basement. 


Kansas, even though quarterback Dan

Presiden t Nix on won office in 
1968 on a campaign of criticism 
of the high c r i m e rates u n der 
the Democrats, cou pled with 
promises to do better. There 
hav e been n o in dication s that 
the admin istration will n ot ru n 
on a law-an d-order platform 
again n ex t y ear, an d the efforts 
to fin d some improv emen ts in 
the crime statistics date back 
at least to Ju n e 22,19 70. 
The FBI has often been ac­ 
cu sed of presen tin g the crime 
figu res in a way that em­ 
phasizes the crime in creases, 
su pposedly becau se this will 
ju stify larger FBI 
bu dgets. 
Other attorn ey s gen eral before 
Mitchell hav e ten ded to stress 
what good n ews cou ld be fou n d 
in the crime figu res, as if to 
say that Ju stice Departmen t 
programs were su cceedin g. 
Docu men ts hav e come to 
light illu stratin g how the at­ 
torn ey gen eral began last Ju n e 
to chan ge the in terpretation 
placed on the crime figu res, 
. withou t alterin g the figu res 


themselv es, or omittin g cru cial 
statistics. 
The FBI’s Un iform Crime 
Reports are compilation s of 
local 
p o l i c e departmen ts’ 
statistics on crimes reported to 
them. Each y ear the bu reau 
issu es the figu res in 
fou r 
qu arterly reports an d an an ­ 
n u al report. 
The repo rts a re presented in 
v irtua lly impenetra ble fo rm, 
co nsisting o f ta bles o f figures 
plus ex pla na to ry pa ssa ges. 
So the pu blic’s impression of 
what the figu res show is large­ 
ly in flu en ced by the press

season. Another area of the 
forest will be closed to vehicles 
from November 12 through 21 
for the deer season. All of the 
Bessey Division's 93,000 acres 
are open to hunting. 


From Oct. 12 through Nov. 


12, the region closed to vehicles 
includes a 16,000-acre tract in 
the south-central portion of the 
forest. That area is bounded on 
the north, west, and south by 
gravel road No. 203 and on the 
east by blacktopped road No.

Shockley reiterated Tuesday 
his theory that Negroes are in- 
nately less intelligent than 
whites — and was quickly ac- 
cused 'by a psychologist of 
racism, promoting Nazi-like 
ideas and of paranoia. 
• Shockley, a Nobel prize win- 
ner in .electricity, countered 
that his accuser

Tm Not Paranoid' 


"As for Scanlon's statement 


that 'I would characterize Dr. 
Shockley as p a r a n o i d ' , ' 1 
Shockley said, "I don't take 
that seriously. I have enough 
fun ... 
to know I'm not 


paranoid . .. and, furthermore, 
I'm the person most likely to 
reduce Negro agony . . . in 
coming years." 


The latter statement was a 


reference to at declaration he 
had 
made earlier in 
his 


prepared address that: 


Unless society recognizes, in 


tackling social problems that 
there is a possibility that he 
(Shockley) is entirely correct 
in his views on race and in- 


telligence, "extremes of racism 
and agony for both blacks and 
whites" may result. 


Shockley added in the in- 


terview: 


"He (Scanlon) is just trying 


to shut me up with emotive 
talk." 


Scanlon said Shockley's ideas 


constitute

phenomenon that I'm afraid 
reminds -me a great deal of the 
idea of creating an elite struc- 
ture — a Fascist idea like Nazi 
Germany."

At this 
writing a massive squad of 
union lawyers is fine combing 
the President’s orders to ferret 
out loopholes. 
Nixon and members of the 
Congress would be ill advised 
to lose their tempers and 
engage in class warfare.

At issue during the spirited 


debate was a difference in 
philosophy how city govern-

be 
ad- 


ministered. 


Some, such as Merle Hale, 


Dick Hartsock and Bob Sikyta, 
felt that the council should 
become more involvpd in the 
operations of the bus system 
through having a say on any 
removal of the bus system 
manager. 


Contrary To Charter 


Council members Mrs. Helen 


Boosalis and Steve Cook ob- 
jected, saying that such a setup 
runs contrary to the intent of 
the 
city 
charter 
and the 


philosophy that the mayor, as 
administrative 
head, 
should 


have that responsibility. 


Hartsock, though, responded 


that citizens may not be aware 
that the charter they adopted 
by election does not give the 
council any say regarding the 
removal of a director. 


The ordinance which the 


council considered would re- 
quire a majority vote of the 
mayor and council on both the 
appointment and removal of 
the general manager of the 
transportation system. 


The amendment which failed 


because of the 3-3 tie — 
Richard Baker joining with 
Mrs. Boosalis and Cook to sup- 
port the amendment—provides 
that the mayor appoint the 
transportation manager with 
approval of the t r a n s p o r - 
tation 
b o a r d 
and 
City 


Council. The amendment would 
replace that portion applying to 
the appointment by the mayor 
and council jointly. 


The council decided to hold 


up 
action on three 
other 


amendments to the ordinance 
until such time the full board 
meets to adopt the ordinance. 


Among 
amendments 
held 


was one eliminating the joint 
approval by the major and 
council to remove the manager 
from office, and instead pro- 
vides that a "manager may be 
removed from office only after 
a resolution of the transporta- 
tion board calling for such 
removal hjas been approved by 
executive 
order 
of 
t h e 


mayor." 


The other two amendments 


also relate to the power of the 
mayor to appoint the advisory 
board and remove members 
from the board with council 
approval. 


Mrs. Boosalis requested the 


delay, citing the importance of 
amendments. 
The 
present 


Transit Advisory Board will 
continued in operation until the 
permanent advisery board is 
created. 


Wants A 'Strong Board' 


Hale said in opposition to the 


proposed amendments that he 
"wants to see it (the board) a 
strong 
board" 
with 
such 


decisions on appointments and 
removals "not be up to one 
man but up to a joint five or 
eight" persons. 


Cook, though, said 
that 


council approval is still needed 
to appoint according to the 
proposed amendments. 


"The removal power is the 


issue. We should keep control 
over 
r e m o v a l , ' ' 
Hale 


replied. 


Mrs. 
Boosalis said 
that 


removal from office is an ad- 
ministrative function, adding 
that the council will still be in- 
volved in other ways in the 
operation of the new division in 
city government. 


'Good Government' 


"It's 
a matter 
of good 


government," she said, adding 
that the public should be able 
to pinpoint who to blame or 
praise for the way the bus 
system is administered. 


The council approved 
an 


amendment relating to the 
licensing of dogs to set the 
license fee at $4, regardless of 
sex. 
Final 
action on 
the 


ordinance is expected next 
week. 


Bernie Fatten, -head of the 


Humane Society, appeared at' a 
public hearing on the licensing 
ordinance 
to 
support 
the 


ordinance. 


Patton said afterwards the 


new ordinance would put to end 
arguments about whether a dog 
is old enough to be licensed. 
The proposed law sets the 
licensing age at wearning time, 
approximately two months, in- 
stead of the present six-months 
requirement.

Like Smoking To Non-Smoker

(UPI) — Non-smokers can in- 
hale the smoke from a pack of 
cigarettes merely by spending 
a day in a smoke filled room, a 
doctor told the First European 
Council on Smoking and Health 
Tuesday. 


Dr. D. M. Cousin of Paris 


said long periods spent in 
rooms filled with smoke have 


little 
effect 
on 
cigarette 


users. 


"But a non-smoker in the 


same room will inhale the 
equivalent of the smoke from a 
pack of cigarettes during eight 
hours in the same room," he 
said. "It is unfair that smoking 
is allowed in public places 
because the non-smoker has 
much less resistance than the 
cigarette user to smoking's in- 
itial harmful effects."

The question arose, however, 


whether the Secretary of State 
can file the petition so opponents 
of the food tax can collect the 
311,313 signatures needed to put 
thte issue on the November 7, 
1972 ballot. A law passed by the 
Legislature forbids any

titiative moves to restrict the 
Legislature's power to tax. 


Exon feels the statute pro- 


tecting the Legislature's taxing 
powers is unconstitutional. 


"It's 
our feeling that the 


state constitution is paramount 
to the legislature. The con- 
stitution says the people have 
the right to initiative and 
referendum. I feel this act 
violates the constitution," the 
governor said. 


Beermann said he has asked

for an opinion 


resolving whether the petition 
falls within the 1969 law. 


Exon "promised" Beermann 


if he turned down the petition 
after the needed affidavits are 
secured, "there will be 
a 


lawsuit."

Mifcfce// Office Kewrifes f IT War Of Crime Dof0 


Washington — For the last 


year, the office of Atty. Gen. 
John N. Mitchell has been 
rewriting the FBI's interpreta- 
tions of the nation's crime 
statistics, 
which 
for 
four 


decades had been within the 
sole 
control of J. 
Edgar 


Hoover. 


As a result of the interpreta- 


tions placed on the crime 
situation by Mitchell's public 
relations staff, it has been 
made to appear that the FBI 
believes the crime rise that 
began under a Democratic ad- 
ministration almost a decade 
ago is tapering off. 


The figures, however, show 


that reported crime is rising at 
about the same velocity as 
before. 


Mitchell's efforts with the 


crime figures are in line with 
the Nixon administration's law- 
and-order political strategy. 
President Nixon won office in 
1968 on a campaign of criticism 
of the high c r i m e rates under 
the Democrats, coupled with 
promises to do better. There 
have been no indications that 
the administration will not run 
on a law-and-order platform 
again next year, and the efforts 
to find some improvements in 
the crime statistics date back 
at least to June 22,1970. 


The FBI has often been ac- 


cused of presenting the crime 
figures in a way that em- 
phasizes the crime increases, 
supposedly because this will 
justify larger FBI budgets. 
Other attorneys general before 
Mitchell have tended to stress 
what good news could be found 
in the crime figures, as if to 
say that Justice Department 
programs were succeeding. 


Documents have come to 


light illustrating how the at- 
torney general began last June 
to change the interpretation 
placed on the crime figures, 
without altering the figures 


themselves, or omitting crucial 
statistics. 


The FBI's Uniform Crime 


Reports are compilations of 
local p o l i c e departments' 
statistics on crimes reported to 
them. Each year the bureau 
issues the figures 
in 
four 


quarterly reports and an an- 
nual report. 


The reports are presented in 


virtually impenetrable form, 
consisting of tables of figures 
plus explanatory passages. 


So the public's impression of 


what the figures show is large- 
ly influenced by the press 
statements 
that 
is 
always 


issued on FBI stationery with 
the reports. N e w s p a p e r 
reporters 
often 
base 
their 


articles on the statement, and 
newsmen are sometimes loath 
to write that the figures are 
going up when the official in- 
terrelation says that the crime 
rise is slowing down. 


Changed June 22 


Ever since the bureau began 


releasing crime figures in 1933, 
Director Hoover has drafted 
the statements to explain the 
figures. This changed last June 
22, 
when 
Hoover's 
office 


prepared a statement, under! 
his letterhead, that charac- 
terized the statistics to be 
r e l e a s e d 
that 
day as 


follows: 


"For Release Monday p.m., 


June 22, 1970 — According to 
figures made available through 
the FBI's 
Uniform 
Crime- 


Reports and released by Atty. 
Gen. John N. Mitchell, serious 
crime in the United 
States 


continued its upward trend, 
recording a 13% rise nationally 
for the first three months in 
1970 
when compared to the 


same period in 1969." 


The statement rewritten in 


Mitchell's office, and as it was 
actually issued under Hoover's 
l e t t e r h e a d , 
began

that the FBI's Uniform Crime 
Reports show that the rate of 
increase of violent crimes in 
the first three months of 1970

Washington (tf) — Reflecting 


the "baby bust" of the 1960s, 
the number of children 
in 


elementaiy school this fall will 
decline for the second con- 
secutive year in another note of 
bad news for a s p i r i n g 
teachers. 


The U.S. Office of Education, 


in its annual foack-to-school 
statistical roundup, said Tues- 
day the sharp decline in births 
during the past decade will 
decrease kindergarten-through- 
grade-eight 
attendance 
this 


year to 36.7 million from 37 
million last fall. 


The government projected 


also 
8,000 fewer 
jobs 
for 


elementary t e a c h e r is — 
1,308,000 versus 1,316,000 — and 
the slump will last for at least 
another five years. 


The 
Office 
of Education 


statistics followed a report 
from the Washington Center for 
Metropolitan S t u d i e s saying 
children under age 5 decreased 
from more than 20 million in 
1960 to about 17 million in 1970, 
a drop of 15.5%. 


Underlining the immensity of 


education as 
an 
American 


business, the education office 
said 63 million persons — 30% 
of the population — will be in- 
volved this year as student, 
teacher or administrator. The 
cost of public and 
private 


education will increase $9.7 
billion to $85.1 billion. 


A 6% increase in higher 


education enrollment and a 2% 
gain in high-school attendance 
w i l l 
counterbalance 
the 


elementary school decline to

produce an over-all 1% rise to 
60.2 million in the number of 
people attending school, the 
government said.

More Stress 
Faces Crops 


. . . From Continued Dry Spell 


By The Associated Press 
Although a few local areas 


received some g e n e r o u s 
amounts of rain last week, 
Nebraska's late s u m m e r 
drought continued and the hot, 
dry and windy weather has 
placed additional stress on the 
state's crops, government ob- 
servers reported Tuesday. 


Impact of the dry spell, 


which began late in July and 
continued through August, may 
be revealed Friday when the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture 
issues new crop yield estimates 
for the state, based on Sept. 1 
conditions. 


The new weekly report from 


the State-Federal Division of 
Agricultural Statistics, based 
on conditions through the La- 
bor Day weekend, said top soil 
and subsoil moisture supplies 
continue to be less than ade: 
quate in most localities. 


Irngators last week "were 


busy providing water to row 
crops and also hay and early 
fall seedmgs," the division 
said. 


About SOCo of the state's corn 


crop has reached the dent 
stage, compared to a normal 
83^o for this time of year. 
About 25% of tlie crop is ripe. 


No further development of 


southern corn leal blight has 
been reported, but stalk rot 
was causing concern in some 
local areas. 


Heads are turning color on 
about 60% of the sorghum crop 
and leaves are turning color in 
25 %of the soybean acreage, 
the division aid. 


Seeding of winter wheat and 


other fall seeded small grains 
has begun in w e s t rn 
Nebraska, and some seeding of 
fall legumes also has taken 
place. 


Early fields of dry beans 


have been harvested in western 
Nebraska, and sugar beets are 
reported in good condition.

' Hopefully, ive are at the peak 


of a population cycle which 
began to increase dramatically 
two or three years ago," ac- 
cording to Robert E. Roselle 
and Dr. David Keith. "The 
heaviest damage so far has 
been reported from the Omaha 
and Papillion areas, but in- 
festations could be common as 
far south as Falls City and as 
far north as Blair. No infesta- 
tions have been observed or 
icported to date in the Lincoln, 
Beatrice or Fremont areas,"

mature, art; nearly 1.5 inches 
long and are yellow with con- 
spicuous green stripes running 
lengthwise down the body. 
Near the frojit end, larvae have 
two long horns or projections. 
The rest of the body zuso has 
rows of short, blunt spines. 


Two generations are produc- 


ed each year, with the pupa 
stage passing the winter in the 
soil, the specialists said. Moths 
emerge in late May and early 
June, 
depositing eggs 
on 


maples. The first generation of 
larvae hatches from 
these 


eggs, and continues to feed on 


maple leaves until they pupate 
to produce another batch of 
moths, which emerge to mate 
and lay eggs in mid-July, it 
was explained. 


Once again, eggs are laid, 


giving rise to the second 
generation of larvae, which are 
active now. These will enter the 
soil to pupate and will remain 
in the soil- throughout the 
winter months, the entomol- 
ogists stated. 
'"Control of these caterpillars 
is not easily accomplished 
unless trees are sprayed in June 
and early August while the 
larvae are small. In most 
cases, it is too late to do 
anything now, since most of the 
worms are nearly mature and 
maples will lose their leaves 
within a few short weeks, 
anyway. 


"Anyone wishing to spray the 


tree 
should, use S e v i n , 


malathion, or diazinon. but 
should not expect better than 
50% kill." Roselle and Keith 
said. 


In any case, they urged 


homeowners to "not be overly 
alarmed" about the tree. "We 
have a few reports of people 
cutting damaged maple trees, 
thinking 
they a r e killed. 


Virtually all of these trees will 
survive, and most would pro- 
bably do so through two or 
three 
complete defoliations. 


Cutting, therefore, should be 
avoided, unless you have some 
other reason for wanting to get 
rid of the tree," they conclud- 
ed.

His 
brother, James, 21, died in the 
crash last week. 


The previous high monthly 


death count was 57, recorded in 
August of 1964, August of 1965 
and November of 1969, Ryan 
said.
